SIXTY LIVES LOST. 


It is som:what remarkable that on the 
twentieth anniversary of the ever-to-be-remem- 
bered disastrous typhoon of 1874, which resulted 
jn the. d-straction of a wast amount of property 
and appalling Ings of Ife, this colony of Hong- 
kong shouldto-day have bren pixced in the same 
devastating danger of two décades ago, . It Is- 
trae enough, of conrae, that the terrible 
experlences of ‘he c4th September, 1874, and 
also of the xr1th September, 1884, were not 
altogether lost upon the community, for since the 
t7q disaster an ex-ensive Obteryatory at Kowloon 
has been established with the main object of 
providing reliable information and giving timely 
warming of approaching typhoons, and on 
several occasions the results obtained have 
doubtlets folly justified the expenditure. It can 
hardly be sald with trotb that the Observatory 
has ever been 5 popular institutlon either with 
the Hongkong public or with sbipmasters 
frequenting the port, and we have to confess, 
however reluctantly, that at times its maoge- 
ment has left an open door for hostile antmad- 
version. The still exfating typhoon is a case In 
point. i ry 

According to the weather report issued by the 
Acting Director of the Observatory about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, the typhoon reported 
N.E. of Manila at 640 p.m, on the 2and 
inst. wan still fully goo miles from Hongkong. 
The only "warning" saved by the Observatory 
yesterday was as follows :—~ 

“On the 2gth at 11.15 am. the red drum was 
holsted, The depression then appeared to have 
moved westward and to be altuated to the 
west of North Luzon." These. were not the 
exact words used by the learned meteorological 
expert who presides at the Observatory, but 
they convey the meaning of the ungrammatical 
jargon printed: on the meteorological report 
recelved at this office, 

Incidentally {t may be mentioned that {t might, 
and probably would, be to the advantage of the 
shipping community were some one attached to 
the Observatory who could expr he Acting 
Director's forec: aod warnlogs in plain and 
comprehensible English, This has been a long- 
felt tthat should ff this, to use a historic 
expression of Gevernor Sir William Robinson's, 
“much abused department” [s to be allowed to 
exist much longer, be ‘supplied as soon as 
possible, 

Now, seeing that the destructive storm which 
has been raging here since ten o'clock fast night 
could not bave travelled aver 3c0: miles 
in Jess than seven hours, it appears beyond 
question that something must have gone seciously 
wrong with the meteorological ‘machinery at 
Kowloon—or with the experlenced operators and 
professional prophets, The typhoon must have 
beso less than roo miles from the Colony at 
son-down, otherwise there would bave been 
DO, reason or justification for ‘the : fring 
of the typhoon gun at elght minutes before 
nine last night, As a matter of fact, the 
storm was at that time rapidly approaching 
us and was actually close at hand, so that, 
Instead of one gun belng fired at about 9 o'clock, 
which was intended to indicate that strong 
gale might be expected to howl over the harbour 
at any. minute, two guns, the warning.of the near 
approach of « typboon,jabould have been fired, 
which was only done at about 7 o'clock this morn- 
Ing—long after the full force of the storm bad 
stenck the colony and several junks and sampans 


and thelr occupants had pone to the bottom ofthe 


sea, and ananiber of valuable steamers and the 
Hves of thelr crews had beenseriously jeopardized. 
Timely warning had, as atated, not been given 
by the Observatory offictals, and the result was 
that almost the whole of the shipping In part 
was taken unawares, and {n.consequence a good 
deal of sertous demage and needless loss of life 
have to be recorded, : 

Aa is onty too well known, the storm burst 

e colony about xo o'clock last night, and 
ed in violence up to noon to-day, when 

the squalls became less frequent and the sun 
at times peeped through (he leaden sky. During 
the helght of the hurricane, about daybreak, 
several junks were driven away from thelr moor- 
{ngs and dashed to pleces against the Canton 
steamer wharves, the Praya wall, and the parti- 
ally finlshed sea-walls jotting out from the 
reclaled land in the western part of the clily. 
Most of their crews managed to scramble ashore, 
but several men, women and children were 
washed overboard and drowned.. Fortonately 
the wind blew hardest from the ‘é¢ast, but 
had it shifted to the norihward. 9 very great 
Joss of fife and property must have followed. 
As it is, however, upwards of a hurdred native 
craft. some of them large trading junks, bave 
been completely destroyed and, as far a.can be 
avcertained at present, folly eixty Ives Jost, 
No cagualties have been reported among the 
foreign shipping in port, bnt that in some cases 
Is attributable rather to good luck than to efficient 
management, forseveral of the steamers anchored 
io the roadstead dragged thelr anchors 
moorings and drilted {nto dangerous ‘proximity 
to other vessels, . haces 

Probably the greatest sufferera by the storm 
are the owners of the conservancy boats, or 
junks, whose ficet of thirty-two vessels bave been 
completely destroyed and scattered em 
along the shore from the alte of the ofd P, andO. 
wharf to the western end of Kennedy-town, near 
the plague dep Many of the native craft, 
anchored in Y: jay and in the Wanchai 
Aletrict, have also suffered considerably. 

Conaiderable damage bas been done on shore, 
The Victoria Recreation Club's boat-house has 
heen almost completely unraofed, the pontoon: 
{e at the bottom of the barb and. the. 
bathing raft, which {8 a good deal shattered, 
would undoubtedly bave gone down also 
but for the promptituds of Mr, Lisblrel, 
who at considerable risk swam off to 
sone piles near the bathing place and succeeded 
in mooring the stage at a tafe distaece from (be 
lee shore, Thenew wharl | the, Hong- 
kong and Shanghe!

load for # Korean porter is 250 pounds on the 
flat, or 109 pounds {n bad country; with thia 
they will do from efght to ten miles a day, 
Unlike the Japanese, the Koreans: are beef. 
cates, The principal feature of the Korean 
honie, which Capt. Cavendish describes, made 
of wattle and daub between rough hewn up- 
rights, and with @ mud floor covered with straw 
mats, was tbat the roof timbers were ont of all 
op heavier than the uprights, though 
they only had ¢o support the lightest thatch, 
‘The women seem to be much. worse off than 
they are in Japan, The dress of the lower order

‘The averege female Korean, 
to a western eye, Is hideous; even in childhood, 
though the -boys are ‘often very bindsome, 
as, lo’eed, are a few of the men and women, 
The woman {n Koreas fs merely a usefal 
foachlite to provide for the wants of the man, 
Marriage is merely a bargein, and chastity 
is expected only from ‘the wife, The 
husbend may, keep concubines, or indulge in 
other forms of vice, but the wife must be chaste 
under paln of death ; her past isto bear children, 
to rise early, to get to bed late, to keep the fields, 
gardens, howse,. and stables fo , and, in 
short, to be w woman-of-all-work. ,

Avriter inthe Mew York Herald says :— 
The gereral opening up of Korea to the 
influences of western clvilization began ln the 
year 1866. At .that me Korea was the 
“Hermit Kingdom” in more than name, The 
present king had ascended the throne a couple 
of: years befure, but being a mere boy the 
Government was wholly In the bands of his 
regent father, who was a bitter hater bath of 
‘foreigners and of change. Some French 
missionarles, who had braved the Jaw of the 
country and boldly advanced into the native 
cities, were hore‘bly massacred [In 1866 and a 
French expedition sent to chastise the Koreans 
ascended the Seoul river and attacked several 
forts, but lost so heavity that the expedition 
sailed away without. having accomplishe 1 the 
end almed at, and having left the Korean 
soldiers with the Impression that the forefgner 
cou'd not fight, and that the Korean was 
Invinclble. . 7 


In the same year an American schooner, the 
General Sherman, chartered bya British frader, 
sailed for China on an expetimental voyage of 
trade and discovery. The vessel entered the 
Ta-long river and never returned. It was burned 
by natives and those on board were slaughtered 
to the last man. On the news of this messacre 
being received, Commander—now Rear Admiral 
—R, W. Shufeldt, vistted the peninsula with the 
war steamer Machuseft on a mission of inguiry, 
No satisfaction, however, was obtalned, and a 
similar mission under Commander Febtger, of 
the Shenandoah, despatched a very few months 
later, proved equally barcen, Fenally, in 7871, 
the Aslatic squadron, consiting of the flagsbip

Palos, were despatched, urder Rear Admiral

It was ‘inten to secure a. treaty for the 
protection of Americans shipwrecked on the 


coast of Korea, to enquire into the General | 


- Sherman affatr, and to obtain, {f possible, a 
treaty of commerce. Peaceful negotiations, 
however, proved to be impossible. The natives 
garrisoned the forts along the river, and prepared 
tomate things hot for the forelgners should th 
attempt to sacend the rlver toward the capital, 
A survey expedition, under Capt. Horner Blake, 

consisting of the Monocacy and Palos, with four 
ateam launches, was sen} up the river, When. 
they were close to Kang-wah {sland the Korean 
‘batterles, containing some elghty guns, suddenly 
opened firé upon’ them, The redoubt was: 
Instantly wrapped In m sheet of flames, discharg- 
ing in a few seconds about three hundred shots, 
One account says that these rasped the water 
like a hailstorm. The veterana of the civil war 
had never known such rapid firing. Yet only 
one American was wounded. Fortunstely the 
order to fire had been given a few seconds late ; 
ithe American vessels were already out of the 
Ine of fire, and as the guns’ of the patlves 
were fastened on logs they could not -be 
manipulsted, and were of no further use. The 
answering fire from the gunboats and launches | 
soon cleared ‘the fort af Its defenders, and a week 
later a punitive expedition was landed in order to 
téach the Koreans «necessary Jesson, The 
force, composed of 650 ms», was led by Com- 
mander L, A, Kimberley, the tant-general 
being Licutenant-Commander W, Scott Scbley, 
who was afterward to win fame as the rescuer of 
Licut, Greely, The first hattery, which was 
altacked unexpectedly in the rear, was taken 
without difficully ; the works werd completely 
demoltshed, and the cannon rolled into the sliver, 
On the following day the next fort—Fort Mono- 
cacy, na it was christencd—-was cleared by shells 
from the Mondcacy's guns; and was then dis- 
mantled hy the landed troops, An advance was 
next made upon the citadel, or principal fort, 
which was perched upon the crest of @ rocky bil, 
The Koreans were hovering beyond the reack 
of ovr puns in vastly supsrlor numbers, and were 
evidently waiting fora Snpertanity to crash the 
little American army as soon as it had entered 
the ravine ly[ng below the fort. ee 

To defeat these tactics five howitzers and two 
companies of Infantry were posted as a rearguard 
on rising ground, while the maln body moved 
forward to storm the citadel, 
attacked the howitzers in large numbers, but the 
excellent practice made by the American gun. 
ners, under Master A. V. Wadhame, scattered 
‘them effectually, and prevented any large body 
of them from getting in close quasters with our 
men. Presently, at @ signal previously agreed 
upon, the firlng from the Monccacy ceased, and 
amid a hall of bullets from the enemy-our men 
sprang up the steep Incllne to attack the citadel, 
They swarmed over the ramparts or through the 
breeches, ‘and in a twinbling were at close 

- quarters with the defending garrison. The 

Koreans fought stubbornly to the last without 

asking for quarter, and were all of them slain,

The defeat of 1871 probably rendered the 
‘Koreans mora ready to treat peaceably with 
foreigners than they were before, In any case 
the hour for opening up the country was at hand, 
The process began in 1876, when a treaty was 
made with Japan, A party of Japanese callors, 
while Janding for water on Kang-wab: {sland, 
wero mistaken for Americans or Frenchmen, 
and were fired upon by a nelghbouring fort, 
Japan caw her opportunity, and her ficet 
demanded as an [ndemuity that certaln privileges 
in trade should be granted her, This wav the 
firat'step toward the opening of the country 
to forcign Intercourse, The Koreaa-Japanese 
treaty of 1876—the first entered into 

‘ the Koreans—-was concluded on oe bas! 
of free trade, only a emall amount of tonnage 
dues on shipping being payable. Ina subse 
quent convention {n 1877 Japio was granted the 
Privilege of opealng thres conling stations on 
the coast ; in 1879 the harkour of Gencan and 
later Chemalpr, were thrown to Japauese 
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the clrcumstences attending the concluston af 
the American treaty bas been piven by Rear- 
Admiral Shufe'dt, who, ‘Inthe course of his 
account of the opening sp of Korea by this 
‘country, observes that the Americans are now In 
‘the lead there, and can. if they will, be the 
predominating Power. ‘It 1s true,” he says, 
“that Korea fs still wrapped tn the darkness of 
{ts thousands of years of seclusion. Its people 
are, however, no further beck than were the 
Japanese atthe tlme Commodore Perry lay at 
anchor in Mlssisslppi Bay. 1 have Ilved some 
months In Korea, and I know something of the 
king ‘und the peonle. I consider them a very 
bright race, and I expect to see a growth of 
ctvillzatlon among them which will develop their 
country and pot them apon « high plane among 
the nations of Asia.”
